Councilman J. N. Renfroe, of the first 
ward, and Hardy Padgett, recently ap- 
pointed keeper of the city warehouse, 


engaged in a lively fistic encounter 


yesterday afternoon just before time 
for city hall offices to close. 

The .encounter took place in the 
office of the purchasing agent, W. E. 
Chambers, and lasted for a minute or 
two. Councilman HRenfroe has a small 
cut on his face. Mr. Padgett is said to 
have come out of the difficulty with 
about the same marking. 

The fight arose when Council Ren- 
froe walked into the office. Mr. Pad- 
gett met him and asked if he had 
made certain remarks that had been 
reported to "Padgett by friends. They 
were not denied and Mr. Padgett then 
called the councilman to task for the 
statements. 

Mr. Renfroe-resented the language 
used @nd passed the first blow, and a 
warm fight followed. At the conclu- 
sion of the encounter Mr. Renfroe walk-

RENFROE’S| 
STATEMENT. - 


Mr. Renfore issued a statement to The 
Constitution. It follows: 

“Wednesday afternoon I called Mr. 
(yambers on the phone about some 
business. He told me that he wanted 
to see me about something and asked 
me to come to his office. About three- 
quarters of an hour later I went down 
to his office and asked him what he 
wanted. ; 

“He took me to Mr. Graham West’s 
office where I found Mr. Padgett. Mr. 
Chambers had appointed Mr. Padgett 
to take charge of the municipal ware- 
house. When I was introduced to Mr. 
Padgett he wanted to know why I 
objected to him in this position, say- 
ing that he had heard I said he was 
crooked. I told him I did not know 
him; had never seen him before in my 
life, but I had heard that he had failed 
in business and had taken bankruptcy. 
Personally, I said, I did not believe 
he would be the proper man for the 
place. 

“He then said that if I thought him 
crooked because he had taken bank- 
ruptcy I was a liar. [I then knocked 
him down, rushed him over against 
the door and over a desk. Mr, Cham- 
bers and West grabbed me and pulled 
me off. As one of them held me Mr. 
Padgett hit me with a pair of brass 
knucks. It was only a glancing lick 
and merely grazed my face. 

“Mr. Padgett then ran into Mr. Cham- 
bey’s room and the door was closed. It 
looks like a fixed up job to me down 
among his friends in the purchasing de- 
partment. However, I am perfectly sat- 
isfied. I still believe as I did before 
that he is not the man for the place. 
Although he might be honest, I don’t 
believe he is capable of managing the 
city’s affairs, not being able to man- 
age his own without failing. The man- 
ager of a municipal warehouse should 
be a man thoroughly reliable as this is 
a very responsible job. It would be 
a very easy matter for the city. to

Inspection Bureau of South- 

eastern Underwriters’ As- 
sociation at Columbia Is 
Closed and Agents With- 
drawn. 


The Southeastern Underwriters’ as- 
sociation, the organization which acts 
as the pulse for the insurance world, 
withdrew all connection with the state 
of South Carolina yesterday. The ac- 
tion follows the action of the legisla- 
ture in passing a stringent law which, 
it is said, prevents the association from 
doing business in the state. 

The headquarters of the association 
in Atlanta recalled all of its em- 
ployees from the state and brought 
them back to this city.

The 
inspection bureau at Columbia was 
closed and all field officers of the or- 
ganization were recalled. 

The new legislation places a tax on 
agents, fixing a cost of $25 on each 
agent for every company he repre- 
sents, a tax of four per cent on all

ROOSEVELT VICTORY 
IN NORTH CAROLINA 


Morehead Is Chosen National 
Committeeman Over Dun- 
can, the Incumbent. 


Raleigh, N. C., March 1.—After what 
was characterized as one of the hottest 
fights ever waged in a republican con- 
vention in this state, former Congress- 
man Morehead, of Charlotte, was cieci- 
ed by the republican state «convention 
here today as national committeeman 
over the incumbent,. E.. C. Duncan, of 
Raleigh. Former United States Senator 
Marton Butler, a widely known adher- 
ent of Colonel Theodore Roosevelt, led 
the fight for Morehead, and the latter’s 
election was taken in political circles 
to mean .that the party control had 
passed into the hands of the younger 
element. 

The re-election of Duncan had been 
regarded until yesterday as a mere for- 
mality and the strength developed by 
the opposition at the qutset was one of 
the surprises of the ¢onvention. 
Throughout the day the meeting was 
in an uproar, .with the leaders power- 
less to maintain order, and it was nec- 
essary to postpone to the night session 
the election of delegates to the national 
convention at Chicago, the nomination 
of a state ticket and the adoption of a 
State platform. 

Representative J. J. Britt, of the 
tenth congressional district; Thomas 
Settle, of Ashevtlle; J. S: Lewis, of Ran- 
dleman, and W. O’B. Robinson, of 
Goldsboro, were named as delegates to 
the national convention. The delega- 
tion will go to Chicago uninstructed. 

The ‘proposal to indorse a_e state 
ticket was defeated, and the candidates 
will be nominated in the regular pri- 
mary to be held June 3. 


KENTUCKY G. O. P. 
FOR FAIRBANKS. 

Louisville, Ky., March 1.—The can- 
didacy of Charles W. Fairbanks, of In- 
diana, former vice president, was in- 
dorsed by the republican state conven- 
tion here tonight and eight delegates 
at large, with one-half vote each, were 
instructed “to vote in the national con- 
vention for Mr. Fairbanks for president 
as long as his name is before the con- 
vention,” 

E. P. Morrow, ‘recent gubernatorial 
candidate; Augustus E. Willson, for- 
mer governor; John W. Langley and 
Caleb Powers, representatives in con- 
gress; E. C. O’Rear, Richard P. Ernst, 
William Marshall Bullitt and Phil 
Brown, a negro editor, were elected 
members of the at-large delegation.

Only Shaken His Finger, 


Says: Ex-Governor Glynn, 


in Keynote Speech to New 
York Democrats. 


CRITICISMS OF ROOT 
ANSWERED BY GLYNN 


Harmony Marked Conven- 


tion, Which Elected Dele- | 


gates to St. Louis and 
Urged Renomination and 
Re-election of Wilson. 


Syracuse, N. Y., March 1.—In a Key- 
note speech and platform, democrats of 
New York state assembled in informal 
convention tonight ratified the admin- 
istration of President Wilson and took 
steps to brihg about his re-election. 
Harmony marked the covention’s de- 
liberations, every proposal being adopt- 
ed unanimously. 

The following delegates at large to 
the national democratic convention at 
St. Louis were recommended for the 
support of the party voters at the 
spring primaries: United States Sena- 
tor James A. O’Gorman, William 
Church Osborn, chairman of the demo- 
cratic state committee; George J. 
Meyer, of Buffalo, a German-American 
supporter of the president, and Samuel 
Untermyer, a New York attorney. 

Mack for National Commigeeman. 

The convention also adopted a reso- 
lution recommending the re-election of 
Norman E. Mack, of Buffalo, as demo- 
cratic national committeeman. 

The delegates to the national con- 
vention, which will comprise New 
York’s “big four,” were unpledged, but 
were nominated with the understand- 
ing that theye are to work for a second 
term for Mr. Wilson. | 

The Keynote speech, delivered by 
former Governor Martin H, Glynn as 
permanent chairman, aroused much en- 
thusiasm. In addition to commending 
the actions of Mr. Wilson during his 
administration, it repHed directly to the 
criticisms of the president and his 
foreign policies made by former Sena- 
tor Elihu Root at the recent republi- 
can state convention in New York. 

At the conclusion of the speech the 
convention adopted a resolution pro- 
viding for the _ distridution by the 
democratic state committee of 1,000,000 
copies throughaut the country. 

The platform expressed the faith of 
New York’s democracy in the presi- 
dent and urged his renomination and 
re-election. It was adopted enthusias- 
tically amid prolonged cheering. It 
dealt solely with national and inter- 
national issues. <A futile attempt was 
made by advocates of woman suffrage 
to insert in the platform a plank pledg- 
ing the party to support the move- 
ment. 

Glynn’s Answer toe Root. 

Former Governor Glynn, in his key- 
note speech, not only answered Mr. 
Root’s charges against the present na- 
tional administration, but took Mr. Root 
to task for his speeches in the United 
States senate and for his acts as secre- 
tary of state. 

The federal reserve act, the Under- 
wood tariff, foreign affairs and pre- 
paredness were all dwelt upon by the 
former governor. 

“Four years ago,” he said, “this na- 
tion committed its care and welfare to 
the democratic party, and the demo- 
cratic party has been true to its trust. 
It has preserved peace, observed inter- 
national laws and followed the tradi- 
tions of the fathers of the country.” 

After reviewing the legislation en- 
acted during the democratic control of 
congress, Mr. Glynn replied to Mr. 
Root’s reference to the federal reserve 
act. He charged that Mr. Root as sen¢ 
ator opposed the passage of the meas- 
ure. 

“This law,” continued Mr. Glynn, “is 
one of the greatest achievements of 
the administration in the last fifty 
years. Why, there never has been a 
finer exhibition of foresight and states- 
manship than that exhibited by the 
president in insisting upon the passage 
of the federal reserve act.” 

This legislative act, Mr. Glynn con- 
tinued, enabled the financial officers 
to meet the demands made upon Amer- 
ican business and financial interests 
when the European war began, and 
saved them from a repetition of the 
panic of 1907, which the speaker said 
would always be an “indictment of 
the republican party.” 

; Reot and Roeosevelt. 

“Mr. Root,” he declared, “was a part 
of Mr. Roosevelt's administration in 
1907, and shares with Mr. Roosevelt 
and the leaders of the republican party 
the responsibility for the wholly un- 
necessary and calamitous happenings 
of that panic.” 

Mr. Root, the democratic chairman 
asserted, voted and worked against the 
reserve act, and “Mr. Root lost his ‘pea- 
cock feather’ as a prophet when he 
made his famous speech against the 
federal reserve act.” 

The Underwood tariff law has “stim- 
ulated American industry,” the former 
governor declared, and he blamed the 
foreign war for the decline in imports. 

Denying that Mr. Root was “the 
keeper of national honor,” Mr. Glynn 


added: “For years Mr. Root has been 
the star performer at peace confer- 
ences, and yet he condemns President 
Wilson for maintaining peace.” 

“For years,” continued the speaker 
“Mr. Root has been acclaimed an apos- 
tle of peace, and in 1912 was awarded

Mr. Bass enters upon his new duties 
immediately, and will maintain head- 
quarters in Atlanta, offices having. been 


provided for him in thé: Southern build- 


ing. -He is a member of the North. 
Georgia conference of the,Methodist 
Episcopal church; south, and will retain 
his affiliations with that body. 
The Southern, it is said, is the first 
railway system to undertake such work 
as Mr. Bass will perform. The man- 
agement of that system believes. that 
the success of the new department is 
assured, and Mr. Bass Thursday morn- 
ing will begin a tour of the system 
with E. H. Copeman, vice president of 
the Southern, who made the appoint- 
ment. 

Successful Minister. 
As a minister of the Methodist church 
Mr. Bass has been very successful with 
evangelistic and welfare work, and it 
was due to his successful efforts at 
Inman Yards that he was selected for 
the position which he has just assumed. 
Devoted to his church, he declined to 
consider the proposition of the South- 
ern management, in spite of the fact 
that it offered a much better salary 
than he was making, until he had se- 
cured the consent of Bishop Denney. 
Prior to entering the ministry he 
practiced law, and as an attorney was 
elected to the state legislature from 
Habersham county. At that time he 
was practicing his' profession at 
Clarkesville. 

A few years ago Inman Yards, Ga., 
Was regarded as one of the worst ter- 
minals on the Southern system from a 
a standpoint of morality. Frequent 
fights, various disturbances of other'| 
nature and heavy drinking contrib- 
uted to the worry of officials of the | 
system when they considered conditions 
there. At a North Georgia conference 
session the name of Rev. C. L. Bass was 
called as the new pastor of the Inman 
Yards church. 

Visited Places of Work. 

Mr. Bass asked to visit the’ shops, 
the yards, the round house and other 
places where men were employed. Pok- 
er was a favorite game during lunch 
hour and at the close of the sessions, 
but the men agreed to give thé min- 
ister a hearing if he wouldn’t talk -too 
long. Upon the close of his first ap- 
pearance, the men found that his talk 
had been short and that they had con- 
siderable time left to shuffle the card- 
board. But the games soon stopped. 

His style was liked by the men. Re- 
ports of disturbances were not filed 
so often. Not so many men were los- 
ing time from work because of the 
throbbing head and the parched tongue 
on the morning after. Fights were not 
so frequently recordéd. All forms of 
rowdyism decreased. When Mr. Bass 
left Inman yards was pervaded by a 
different moral atmosphere.

Bombardments at Certain

They Have Taken Over

Sector. 


London, March 1.—The Germans’ in 
the battle-scarred region of Verdun 
continue their bombardment west of 
the Meuse in the region between Malan- 
court and Forges, across the river east- 
ward about Vaux and Damloup and 
against French trenches in the Woevre 
region, southeast of Verdun. 

Their big offensive, however, so far 
as infantry attacks are concerned, has 
ceased, at least for the moment. Wheth- 
er it will begin again or whether the 
Germans will rest content with the 
points of vantage they ahve gained is 
not indicated in the official reports of 
either Berlin or Paris. 

Unofficial advices from Berlin have 
stated that the German plan of cam- 
paign has been primarily based on the 
bombardment of sectors they desire to 
attain, and it is possible tha? they may 
now be drawing up their big guns to 
captured positions with the.object of 
shelling points nearer their objective 
—Verdun. 

To the east of Verdun around Pont- 
a-Mousson the French have bombarded 
German positions heavily in Le Pretre 
wood and near Thiacourt. Artillery 
duels have been in progress in Alsace.

BRITISH EXTEND 
THEIR FRONT. 


While nothing of especial importance 
has taken place along the British part 
of the line, the effect of the German 
offensive in the Verdun region is shown 
in the lengthening of their front in 
order to release the French for the 
reinforcement of the army opposing 
the German advance. Unofficial ad- 
vices had placed the extreme southern 
end of the British: line in the region 
of Lens. The latest British official 
communication reports the British 
fighting to the north of the Somme, 
which would show that they have 
stretched their front between thirty 
and forty miles down to the region of 
Amiens. 

Little is going on in Russia except 
isolated bombardments and _ infantry 
attacks and air raids. 

On the Italian front the Italians have 
occupied and consolidated an Austrian 
position on Mount Marmolada.. Else- 
where in this region only artillery bom- 
bardments have prevailed. 

On the Asian, battlefields the Rus- 
sians continue their pursuit of .the 
Turks in the Caucasus region and in 
Persia. 

Germany, according to a dispatch 
from Madrid, has ‘sent an ultimatum to 
Portugal demanding the release with- 
in 48 hours of the interned German 
steamers seized by Portugal. 

A German seaplane has dropped 
bombs on the southeast coast of Eng- 
land. No military damage was done. 


KAISER LEAVES 
VERDUN FRONT. 


London, March 2.—The German em- 
peror left the Verdun front and re- 
turned to Germany Tuesday, according 


to a Rotterdam dispatch to The Daily 
Mail. 


FRENCH CONTROL 
VERDUN SITUATION. 


Paris, March  1.—That the situation 
around Verdun is now well in hand 
and considered quite satisfactory from 
the French point of view is freely stated 
by the military experts. To the north- 
eastern part of the stronghold the chief 
effort of the Germans seems to be di- 
rected to the rescue of the Branden- 
burgers who remain cooped up in the 
ruin casemates of Fort Douaumont. 

The development of the German op- 
erations southeast of Verdun is inter- 
preted by the observers as preliminary 
to an attempt to assail the French po- 
sitions on the Meuse heights through 
two principal gaps through the woods 
which are protected by Fort Tavannes, 
east iby northeast of Verdun and south- 
east of Fort Douaumont, and by Fort 
Rozelier to the southeast of the fort- 
ress. 

Both sides are profiting by the period 
of comparative calm to ng up fresh 
forces and supplies of™ammunition. 

While it is realized that the Ger-

The houses in this dis- 
trict are wery scattered and the damage 
done was slight. 

“It was already dark when the raid- 
er arrived and his previous and subse- 
quent movements are unknown.”

SIIBMARINE SINKS 
BRITISH STEAMER 


London, March 1.—The British steam- 
ship Thornaby igs reported to have been 
sunk and practically all the members 
of her crew killed or drowned. 

The steamer Devereux has arrived in 
the Tyne, bringing Steward Cartberg, 
who was rescued from the wreckage of 
the Thornaby. The captain of the 
Devereux reports that two other per- 
Sons from the Thornaby were saved 
by the steamer Highgate, and that a 
Norwegian vessel was also in the vi- 
cinity where the Tharnaby went down. 


The Thornaby was owned in West 
Hartlepool, England. Her gross ton- 
nage was 1,782. She was built in 1889 
and was 258 feet long. 

Although the British censorship 
prevents transmission of details con- 
cerning the reported Sinking of the 
Thornaby, the reference to the mem- 
bers of the crew having probably 
been killed or drowned indicates she 
was sunk by a' mine or a toredo. 

The German and Austrian décrees 
regarding the sinking of armed mer- 
chantmen without warning went into 
effect at midnignt. The Thornaby is 
the first vessel whose sinking has been 
reported Since the orders became 
operative, but the Lonuon dispatch 
does not indicate whether she was 
armed or whether she was sunk before 
or after the opening of the month.

London, March 1.—Germany has sent | 
an ultimatum to Portugal demanding 
the restoration within 48 hours of the 
German ships recently seized by that 
counttfy, according to a dispatch from, 
Madrid to Reuter’s Telegram company. 

A Lisbon dispatch on February 26 
quoted Premier Costa of Portugal as 
declaring in the chamber of deputies’ 
that the government’s action in requi-.

The premier further 
declared that he considers it to the best 
interest of Portugal that the existing 
treaty with Germany be allowed to 
lapse, and that the Portuguese govern- 
ment was prepared for all eventuali- 
ties that might arise. 

There have been frequent rumors 
since the outbreak of hostilities that 
Portugal was about to declare a state 
of war with the central powers be- 
cause of her treaty relations with

ATLANTA WILL 
GET MORE RAIN; 
WARMER WEATHER 


Following intermittent rains of yes- 
terday afternoon and last night, the 
weather forecaster threatens Atlanta 
with a continuation of rain today, but 
promises that it will be followed by 
warmer weather. 

The temperature changed percepti- 
bly Wednesday afternoon, the mercury 
going as high as 48 during the after- 
noon hours. That is the highest point 
that has been attained during the past 
five days. 

The wind- will shift Thursday, says 
the forecaster. It has been coming 
from the northeast, but it is predicted 
that Thursday’s wind will come from 
the south. 

That the month of February, on the 
whole, was only slightly below the nor- 
mal in temperature was the statement 
of Section Director C. F. von Herr- 
mann in the summary for February, 
which was announced Wednesday. It 
follows: 

The coldest weather during February, 
1916, occurred during the first few days of 
the month, when temperatures were below 
freezing on three successive days with a 
minimum of 19 degrees on the 3d. During 
the period of high winds, 25th to 27th, 
which seemed so cold, the thermometer did 
not fall below 27 degrees. On the whole 
the month was only slightly below the 
normal in temperature, the mean having 
been 44. degrees, while the normal for 
thirty-eight years is 45 degrees. 

For cold, disagreeable weather the month 
cannot be compared with February in 1877, 
1895, 1899 or 1905. A period of unusually 
pleasant weather prevailed from the 14th 
to 22d. inclusive. The highest temperatpre 
was 69 degrees on the 12th. The previous 
extremes- for February are: Highest tem- 
perature registered 75 degrees February 12, 
1890; lowest, 8.5 degrees below zero Feb- 
ruary 13, 1899. Highest monthly mean 
temperature, 655 degrees in February, 1890; 
lowest, 34 degrees in February, 1895. 

The rainfall for the month was consider- 
ably below the average, which is 4.65 
inches, whereas only 3.13 inches was re- 
ceived. The snowfall was only a trace. 
The greatest precipitation was 0.78-inch in 
24 hours on the Ist and 2 Rain fell on 


2d. 
eight days, but there was thirteen clear 
days. . 


The most notable feature for the month 
was the continuous high wind on the 25th, 
26th and 27th. This was caused by a storm 
that formed over northern Georgia on the 
28d with a thunderstorm and moved along 
the Atlantic coast, continually increasing 
in force. The maximum velocity during 
this period was 48 miles from the north- 
west. The total wind movement for Feb- 
ruary was unusually large, being 10,402 
miles and averaging 15 miles an hour. |

Not Damaged by Cold; 
Apple Crop Not Hurt 


The south Georgia peach crop has 
not been damaged by the recent cold 
snap, according to reports received yes- 
terday from the Georgia Fruit ex- 
change. On the contrary a crop as 
big as that of 1912, which was a bump- 
er crop, is indicated by present condi- 
tions. 

It appears that north of Atlanta, 
however, the cold has done some dam- 
age to peaches. It is estimated that

The 
criminal code of South Carolina, volume 2, 
section 173, says: . 


Penalty to Officer From Whom Prison- 
er Is Taken,—In the case of any prisoner 
lawfully in the charge, custody or con- 
trol of any officer, state, county or mu- 
nicipal, being seized andtakenfrom said 
officer through his negligence, permission 
or connivance, by a mob or other unlawful 
assemblage of persons, and at their hands 
suffering bodily violence or death, the 
said officer shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and, upon true bill found, 
shall be deposed from his office pending 
trial, and upon conviction shall forfeit 
his office, and shall, unless pardoned by 
the governor, be ineligible to hold any 
office of trust or profit within this state. 
It shall be the duty of the prosecuting 
attorney within whose circuit or county 
the offense may be committed to forth- 
with institute a prosecution against said 
officer, who shall be tried in such county 
4n the same circuit, other than the one in 
whi the offense was nts as the 
attorney general may elect. The fees and 
mileage of all material witnesses, both 
for the state and for the defense, shall be 
paid by the county treasurer of the coun- 
ty in which the case originated, on a 
eertificate isshed by the clerk and signed 
by the err ere judge, showing the 
amount of said fee due the witness.

Law’s Delays Responsible 
For Many of the Crimes 


Editor Constitution: You are now han- 
dling the most important question of the day 
—the majesty of law. I am unalterably op- 
posed to lynching, but why not e¢all a coyrt 
and jury and if twelve men are not enough, 
use twenty-four, and give the criminal a fair 
trial and execute the verdict of the jury the 
same day without privilege of appeal? Our 
constitution provides for a trial by jury, 
which I would confend for vehemently, and 
would also contend that no one should in- 
terfere with a jury’s verdict. The law’s delay 
is responsible for many crimes.

a scad, that scad is promptly paid. Each day 
I buckle down to work, regardless of my 


ditions in Texas, one of the greatest of farm- 
ing states, they exist to as great or a great- 
er degree in the other cotton-growing states 
of the south. 

There is the seat of our trouble here in the 
south. Too many of us are continuing to 
concentrate on one product alone—cotton. AS 
long as you keep on raising nothing but cot- 
ton and paying out your cotton money for for- 
age and food and clothing, instead of making 
your farm furnish your living to you,. you are 
never gding to get anywhere and the most 
the time you'll be in debt. 

._ Right at this time, especially, I want to 
caution you and warn you against all-cotton: 
As sure as you continue 


this year, you are going to come out at the 
little end of the horn. There is no dodging 
it. You will remember what happened in 
1914, when the BDuropean war began. You 
remember how it frightened you, how it dis- 
tressed you, how it left you with scant ra- 
tions because you fafled to make youg food at 
home and had nothing but low-priced cotton 
—not enough to pay your debts. 

Well, if you don’t look out the same sort 
of thing is going to happen again. A big 
cotton crop this yéar is going to spefl the 
same sort of disaster that you experienced in 
1914, if mot worse. The price is down now, 
and is staying down. Just you plant a 
big crop and you'll’ see it’ tumble lower still. 
Some millions of bales of last year’s crop 
are still being held because of present prices. 
Suppose you should add another big crop 
to this stock on hand; you know very well 
what would happen, and if you don’t look 
out, it will happen. 

After the disaster of 1914 farmers of the 
south planted more forage and foog crops 
than ever before, and they began to raise 
more cows and pigs. Those who were for- 
tunate enough” to do that know how well 
they profited by it; know that even with the 
better price for cotton, they would have a 
hard time if they hadn't done it. 

The European war is not over; there is 
no télling when it will end. It may go on for 
several years. Certainly it will not end this 
year, and probably not next. The German, 


Austrian and Russian markets are closed . 


tight against your cotton; the world’s con- 
sumption is reduced by several million bales: 
How can you hope for higher prices if you 
make a big crop? It is out of the question. 

. But if yeu will go ahead and make your 
own living at home, make some food products 
to sell—for the world has got to eat—you 
will come out all right, no matter what hap- 
pens to cotton. Not ohly that, but with the 
shorter crép you will get your own price for 
it, or at least come nearer to it than you 
have ever done before. 

Bvery one of these 92,000 farms, these 
124,000 farms, these 60,000 farms, in Texas, 
should not only have cows and pigs and 
poultry, but they should grow their own 
grain and forage and garden truck instead of 
paying two prices for it in cheap cotton. 
This applies equally to conditions in every 
cotton state in the south, to every farmer 
who grows cotton at all. 

This is absolutely the only road te farm 
independence, to your independence. You 
had hkhetter take it. now. lf you disregard 
this injunction and plant cotton, cotton, cot- 
ton, until there is nothing else on your place, 
set it down right now that when harvest time 
comes you are going to be wearing the same 
long face you were in the fall of 1914. It 
will be as bad if not worse. 

If I knew how to make the picture any 
gloomier Igwould do it, and then not depart 
in smallest degree from the truth. 

You can avoid it by cutting down your 
cotton acreage and making your own living 
on the farm. If you don’t do it, you are go- 
ing to suffer. There is no escape from it.

Courts Must Not Bend 
To the Public Clamor 


Sditor Constitution: I have read your edi- 
torial, “Technicality and Delay,” and while I 
think you suggest, by inference, a remedy that 
will in a measure tend to prevent lynching in 
Georgia, yet I feel that your arraignment 
of our courts is unjust. The ideals of a 
whole people have for their object the law, 
and the principles of justice flow from the 
establishment of these ideals when the law, 
as set up, is enforced and applied. 

It is not in the power of the courts to 
make law, not in their purpose to bend to 
public opinion, and the very fundameptals 
of the courts are ignored and prejudiced 
when, seeking to obtain tHe public favor, 
they yleld their powers to conceptions born 
in the instincts of human nature and passion 
and write judgments to flatter and satisfy 
public clamor, without regard to the law. 

The only way in which our courts may 
hold up and sustain the high. standards of 
their tribunals is by the strict enforcement 
of the law, let ‘the law be what it may; let 
the law have whatewer results attendant upon 
its enforcement that to the people are un- 
pleasant, for the law must not be measured 
in the hands of a court by the plane of pas- 
sion and feeling, the whims of society, the 


Vfashions of @ generation. If these things 


have any proper place in and around the law 
they must appear in the legislative halls; 
after having been conceived in the minds and 
wishes of the people, the Jaw must of neces- 
sity be born within its own proper jurisdic- 
tion if it is to be respected and have its 
place at the fireside of its rightful parent— 
the people. 

You must understand that the law is ob- 
jective; the attainment to the highest truths 
of which mankind is capable is that which 
moves the law, while justice is substantive; 
and if it-appear in the enforcement of the 
law that justice is not done, then let the law 
be re-written. The people make the law, 
and if the law as it is made does not express 
and bring to its proper conclusion that which 
the people wish, then most certainly we who 
made the very thing ought not to impugn the 
agency that applies it, and we must not in- 
vest the courts with the power of creation, 
for that would bé to annul the very essence 
of democracy and to establish the suggestion 
of autocracy in this important branch of 
our government which lies so close to the 
foundations of happy and successful hum 

ion. 

rg yo that consider the trial of a 
case in the,courts are made for the view 
of enforcing the law in such @ manner that 
justice may come therefrom, and we can not, 
as you say, make justice the only test 
unless we revise and remake the whole 
scheme that holds society in one’ common 
mass, or change the law so that it may ex- 
press the wishes of the people and thereby 
strike at the root of this trouble and not 
criticize the department that has for its only 
reason for existence the enforcement and 
compelling of that which we have solemnly 
written, especially when our own writing 
does not’ provide the means or cure for that 
with which we are afflicted.

To Stop Lynchings | 
Meet Force With Force 


Editor Constitution: I have been read- 
ing your able and timely editorials on lynch- 
ing and the articles of your correspondents 
in regard thereto, in fact, I have been a 
constant reader of your paper practically 
since it commenced publication. 

Of course, I approve your crusade against 
the great evil which is disgracing us as a 
poe and as a commonwealth, for { claim 
to Be a law-abiding citizen and abhor lynch 
ing as a crime rather than deplore it as an 
—_ as some of your correspondents seem 
o do. . 

In many of the articles which have re- 
cently appeared emphasis has been laid 
the defects in our criminal lawg and its re- 
from urged as a remedy from lynching. On 
course, strengthen the laws—in fact our 
whole legal procedure needs reforming—but 
B hope I may not be accused of presumption 
and may. be pardoned for disagreeing with 
these able gentlemen when I say that I do 
not believe any defects in our criminal stat- 
utes are at the bottom of this great evil, 


or that any reform of them will effect a 


remedy. 
Before we can cure any disease we muet 
properly diagnose it, and my diagnosis of this 


one is that it ig lawlessness, pure and simple, 
and jndulged in mainly by an element com- . 


posed of men who do not think, who read 
but little, who hate the negro, not from any 
personal grievance they have against him, 
but just “because he is a nigger,” and, feel- 
ing immune from punishment, and hoping 
for approval of public sentiment, they think 
it smart and brave to help in a lynching. 
And thus we have the problem of race preju- 
dice to contend with and further comp!icate 
the situation. 

Do you think this element—ané it is the 
one largely predominating, judging from 
what [I have seen myself and from 
what I have been able to learn from others 
where lynchings have ocourred—can be de- 
tererd by argument or appeal to reason? 
And would not advocating the law’s delay 
as the basis of lynching but further emkolden 
them and furnish an additional excuse for the 
crime? 

1 admit the laxity of our criminal laws, 
the many loopholes in it for the defendant to 
eScape justice, but when miscarriage of jus- 
tice has resulted from this cause, the de- 
fendants have been almost exclusively white 
men possessed, of influenge and financial 


means, whereas the usual victims of lynch-‘* 


ings being negroes, are possessed of neither; 
and, whether we like or hate the negro, he 
is a human being and a citizen, and it is our 
duty to protect him ag such, give him an op- 
portunity to establish his innocence and if 
proven guilty, I think we need have little fear 
of his not receiving punishment commensu- 
rate with his crime. But don't let’s hang him 
whether guilty or innocent for fear that he 
might escape adequate punishment by the 
courts. 

It is a well-known fact that many negroes 
have suffered death at the hands of a mob, 
who were afterwards found to be innocent. 
That a mob cares little or nothing about the 
guilt or innocence of their victim is evidenced 
by the fact that after putting to death the 
one really or apparently guilty, they not in- 
frequently go on and kill several more, Your 
paper mentions recently four thus slain who 
were evidently guiltless of any crime. All 
of this emphasizes the truth of Judge Hill- 
yer’s assertion that lynching is worse than 
the crime for which it is resorted to. 


Now, my opinion is, after mature thought,” 


that if, as Judge Brewster very pertinently 
asks, we want to stop lynching, there is 
only one effectual way to stop it, and that 
is to meet ferce with ferce. The sheriffs 
have legal authority to swear in additional 
deputies, and call upon mulitia to support 
them, and in nine times out of ten if they are 

en of courage,and. determination, they can 
protect their prisoner. They may have to 
shoot occasionally, but not more than on one 
occasion, for gaene are proverbially cowardly, 
and if they have reason to fear that they 
will have their fun spoiled by a volley of 
lead, it will prove a@ more patent deterrent 
than any other that has been suggested. 
In every case I havé heard of where the rem- 
edy I advocate has. been tried, it not only 
proved effectual in that particular case, but 
no subsequent attempt at lynching was ever 
made in that locality. 

Of course, it will be argued that sheriffs 
are not always men of courage, and some- 
times are really in sympathy with the mob. 
Well, here is where your campaign of edu- 
cation comes in—iet the law-abiding men of 
each community encourage the sheriff by 
their counsel and pagrptanoes, and in this way 
strengthen his hands and stiffen hig back- 
bone. And in ail elections let the good peo- 
ple see to. it that only men of courage and 
responsibility are elected to office, a 
SON.

Many Damage Claims 
Against the City Heard 
By Council Committee 


What Mayor Woodward termed a 
mass meeting of citizens was held yes- 
terday afternoon at the city hall when 
the regular session of the claims com- 
mittee of council was convened. 

The office of the board of health, 
where the meeting was held, was filled 
with petitioners. The ,majority of 
them were negroes and. the claims, 
while aggregating a large sum, were 
principally small individually. 

The committee was in session for 
about three hours. Most of the time 
was consumed with the hearing of the 
statements of the petitioners, many of 
whom had their attorneys present to 
represent them. 8 

The claims ran all the way from 
damages to property due to defective 
plumbing, to sprained ankles and arms 
due to alleged defective sidewalks. One 
negr@ testified before the committee 
that defective plumbing for which the 
city was responsible, had damaged his 
house and furnishings to the extent of 

2,000. He stated that -he had pur- 
chased a “whole volume of books” and 
had not had time to read any of thefn. 
He’ gaid that the séwerage water 
backing up into his house damaged his 
books and furnishings so badly that 
he had to send them to the trash can. 
When questioned in detail about the 
value of his books, he was not able to 
give the price and said he had forgot- 
ten the name of the books afid the au- 
thors, but they were valuable. No ac- 
tion was taken by the committee. 

A negro woman put in a claim for 
several hundred dollars for persona] 
injuries alleged to have been received 
when she stepped into a hole in the 
sidewalk near her home. Her petition 
was laid aside for investigation.

“Mr. Root may beat his drumhead 
and blare his trumpet, but President 
Wilson will go right on winning the 
plaudits: of the American people bv 
appealing to reason, humanity and 
common sense, and by keeping the 
United States the uncompromising 
champion of the neutral world and 
the undaunted maintainer of the prin- 
ciples which have guided this nation 
since 1776.” 

In his foreign policy the president, 
Mr. Glynn said, was following the ex- 


, ample of Washington, John Adams, 


Jefferson, Lincoln and Grant. 
Willson’s Fist Mailed. 


“The president,” he declared, “has 
only shaken his finger; when he has 
to shake his fist the world will find 
1 mealies, .-.°. 

“The efforts of politicians like Mr. 
Root ‘to make political capital out of 
the course which President Wilson 
deems it wise for this nation to follow 
in respect to Belgium. during the ear- 
ly stages of the present war, deserve 
and will receive unqualified condemna- 
tion and rebuke at the hands of the 
most right-thinking and _. patriotic 
American. 

“No. fair-minded man can question 
the wisdom and integrity of our Bel- 
gian policy.” 

Former Governor Glynn declared that 
Mr. Root himself, as secretary of state, 
adopted the same policy in handling 
the Japanese-Korean situation, despite 
the protests of Korea against the dom- 
ination of Japan and despite a treaty 
between Korea and the United States. 

“The insincerity of the republican 
party,”.the speaker asserted, “in: its 
Belgian attitude is shown by the words 
of Mr. Taft and Mr. Roosevelt and by 
its record between 199 and 1909. In 
1903 occurred the massacre at Kishi- 
neff and for many years after 1903 
Macedonia rum red with blood; in 1905 
the horrors of the Congo were officially 
published; in 1905 Korea lost its in- 
dependence; in 1906 Morocco was par- 
celled out by the powers and yet no 
note of protest came from the repub- 
lican party. What reason, then,

The Lusitania Case, 


Turning to the Lusitania case, the 
chairman said that Mr. Root ignores 
what has been accomplished and over- 
looks the assurances for the future and 
the reparations for the past which have 
been made. aoe 

“Mr. Root,” the speaker’ declared, 
“would make of the president of the 
United States an incendiary in a world 
of fire. He would make the chief ex- 
ecutive a swashbuckler instead of a 
statesman. He would have the presi- 
dent forget that while we debate men 
are dying by tbousands across the 
ocean, that while we are inconvenienc- 
ed the rest of the world is enduring the 
agonies of the damned; that while we 
are sitting quietly by our fireside the 
rest of the human race is writhing in 
the torments of the firing line. 

“Is it Mr. Root’s conception of Amer- 
ican honor that we should assert that 
honor by adding to universal misery? 

“Excitable people whose European 
sympathies one way or the other, have 
for the moment blinded them to the 
welfare of this land—and whose spokes-

. THEFTS HERE STOPPED) 


Stringent Regulations Recom- 
'mended—Fee System 
Attacked. 


Declaring that stringent laws should 
be enacted to eliminate the wholesale 
plumbing thefts with which Atlante has 
had to deal recently, the Fulton county | 
grand jury urged better regulatfon to 
control them. The jury also made a 
severe attack on the fee system which 
applies to the court officers and county 
officials, with the recommendation that 
a salary system be instituted. 

Thé report made Wednesday com- 
pleted the work of the body and it was 
thanked for its services, being dis- 
missed by Judge Ben Hill. 

The University High school movement 
was indorsed: by the grand jurors, with 
the recommendation that the county co- 
operate with the city in the establish- 
ment of such an institution. It was 
urged that a fund be provided for re- 
turning to Atlanta the criminals who 
are wanted here but Who escape to 
other places. 

Attacks Plumbing Thefts. 

Extracts from the grand jury's report 
follow: 

“We particularly wish to call your at- 
tention at this time, and through you, the 
attention of those who are charged with the 
duty of making and amending public laws, 
to a common form of burglary or theft of 
which seems to be at this time almost.an 
epidemic. We srefer to the taking from 
vacant houses of plumbing which has been 
installed which is removed from these 
houses, sometimes melted into a form 
wales makes it impossible of identifica-* 
tion. 

“We would suggest that regulations 
should be made by the proper authorities 
through which dealers in junk who have 
handled such stolen goods in the past 
should be required to take from each per- 
son offering them guch goods for sale, an 
account of the source from which they 
come, of the person from whom they come, 
and should retain a description of the men 
handling the goods; and then should hold 
such goods open for in ction by the 
propef police authorities fér a reasonable 
length of time before disposing of the 


same. 
Assails Fee System. 


“We have come to believe, as a grand 
jury, that the system of placing officers 
of this court and of ovr county on a fee 
basis of remuneration is not the most ef- 
fective one from the standpoint of prevent- 
ing and punishing crime.”’ 

“It has come to our knowledge that 
the imposition of fines has in some in- 
stances at least not prevented the repe- 
tition of the offense. This grand jury found 
indictments against several parties for vio- 
lation of one of the laws of the state; these 
offenders were promptly fined a large 
amount for the violation of said law; but 
we are informed are now continuing the 
same business for the prosecutign of which 
the fine was originally levied. F6ér these and 
other réhsons we wish to record as em- 
phatically as we can our opposition to the 
fee system as applied to the discovery of 
crime and the enforcement of law. 

“On several occasions in the transaction 
of the business coming before us, it ap- 
peared that the ends of justice were hinder- 
ed by the need for a fund, properly to be 
supplied by our county, for the return to 
this city of criminals who had passed be- 
yond the jurisdiction of your court. We 
wish to record our opinion that it is not 
just nor consonant with the ends of right- 
eousness to require of a private individual 
that he shall, personally, defray the expense 
of an officer who pursues a criminal with 
the purpose of apprehending him and also 
the expense of the criminal himself in 
bringing him back within your juriediction.

New Orleans, March 1.—Reports bear- 
ing on the foreign relations of this 
country were the main influences in the 
cotton market here today, causing both 
advances and declines.

NEW LOW RECORD 


All Groups Under Incessant 
Pressure—Anglo-French 
Bonds Reach New Low 
Record of 93 1-2. 


New York, March 1.—By a process, of 
attrition, which began at the outset 
and continued with little interruption 
until the final hour, when the market 
registered moderate recoveries, prices 
suffered further severe , depreciation 
today.

WASHINGTON NEWS 
BAGKS WHEAT 


German Submarines as a 
Menace to Freight Bottoms 
Aggravates Grain Export 
Situation—Pork Scores a 
Good Advance. 


Chicago, March 1.—Disturbing re- 
ports from Washington regarding the 
submarine issue in congress and touch- 
ing the status of the German ambassa- 
dor there caused wheat prices to break 
today after the market had rallied 
from the bearish effect of news that 
seemed to show increased activity in 
the destruction of British ships. Prices 
closed nervous; %@% to \c net dower, 
with May at $1.11%c and July at $1.08%: 

Lowest prices of the day in the 
wheat pit came early when the market 
was mest sensitive as to whether the 
new undersea policy of the Germans 
would be likely to diminish greatly the 
number of vessels available for ex- 
port; business from the United States. 
At first the trade appeared .tto be in- 
clined to take a.gessimistic view of 
the outlook. Prices accordingly fell, 
influenced to some extent by bearish 
estimates: of: domestic. farm reserves. 
Later the attention of the majority of 
Speculators veered to reports of un- 
usually active buying on the part of 
millers. at Minneapolis and to advices 
of serious. winter killing in nearly all 
of the soft wheat. states. The result 
was a temporary forcible upturn in 
values. 

Washington developments took ef- 
fect on wheat chiefly in the last hour 
of trade. In addition to word that a 
vote was to be forced on the ques- 
tion of warning Americans from tak- 
ing passage on armed merchant ships, 
baseless rumors were current that Am- 
bassador, Bernstorff had been given his 
passports. The result was to more 
than wipe out all advances in wheat 
quotations and to leave the market at 
the finish in a decidedly unsettled con- 
dition. 

Corn weakened with wheat. Besides 
a bearish construction was placed on 
estimates of farm reserves of corn as 
well as of wheat. 

Export sales of 1,000,000 bushels of 
oats failed to act as much of a stimu- 
lus to the oats market.
